pretext. It is the effect of the fuggeftions of England 
and of fanaticifm. The authors of the rebellion are 
men formerly attached either to the Government of the 
ci-devantBelgium, orto the party of the Stadtholder ; 
the infurgents are priefts, monks, vagrants, and foreign- 
ers. ‘Ihe trees of liberty have been replaced by croffes 
—one part of ‘the factions wore the Orange cockade, 
and the {tandards of another were marked with the Im- 
perial eagle. The'Executive Directory has adopted the 
moft energetic and mott vigorous weilatle to fupprefs 
the revolt, and entertains the molt fanguine hopes of 
their proving fuccefsful. It will crafh the rebellion and 
punith the guilty.» Iris not yet able to fay whether it 
will be neceffary to refort to new legiflative meafures a- 
gaialt refractory ~priefts, requifitionifts, deferters, and 
citizens belonging to the military confcription.

BRUSSELS, Oct. 29, 

The criminal revolt which hds taken place in feveral 
of our departments feems to gather new ftrengch. At 
prefent it extends over a confiderable part of the depart- 
ments of the Scheldt, of the two Nethes, of the Dyle, 
and Gemappe. Reinforcements of troops every mo- 
ment arrive, and they are very neceflary, for the troops 
are worn out with fatigue and the numerous engage- 
ments which they every moment muft faltain. The 
town of Lierre, fituated three leagues from Malines, 
was one of the principal places which the rebels had 
pitched upon to organize themfelves. It was. attacked 
the day before yeflerday by the Republicans, and taken 
after a bloody action. ‘The tree .of liberty has been 
replaced, all the papers of the municipality have been 
burnt by the rebels, and the Stadthoole pillaged.— 
The. village of Boom, two leagues from Antwerp, on 
the Canal, where the infurgents had formed a commit- 
tee of infurrection, was likewife attacked, and carrried 
after a warm action. . 

The fame day, at fix in the morning, the village of 
Cuenpliteath, between Antwerp and Malines, was taken 
by the Republicans with fixed bayonet. On the 26ti, 
27th, and 28th, feveral bloody engagements took place 
between Hal, Enghien, and the village of St Tonelle. 
The infurgents were attacked aud defeated by'the troops 
from Bruffels dnd Mons, in three differeat bloody ac- 
tions. Qn another quarter, the anmed inhabitants. of 
Dieft:and.ja Campine advanced even to the gates of 
Louvajn, where they attacked different pofts of troops: 
The Republican troops detached io order to attack this 
body of infurgents were to do-it this morning. . The 
body of the rebels which-marched to Louvain appeared 
to be numerous. Their leaders levy contributions, and 
enforce requifitions of men. The Municipality of Lou- 
vain yelterday morning quitted that city, where they 
were no longer fafe, and’yefterday morning Louvain 
was put in a {late of fiege. 

Bruffels is now the hioce of a great number of Mu- 
nicipal Officers, Juttices of the Peace, Commiflioners of 
the Directory, and other public furétionaries, who have 
retired thither t@ efcape the fary of the rebel peafantry.

and it is expeéted that the wide-extended plan will be 
made known foon after the meeting of Parliament. By 
the treaty with the Turks the expectation is.formed of 
fecuring all the advantages of, that fhort Communication 
with India which Buonaparte’s expedition was intended 
to open to France by forc: of arms. The Levant 
trade will be revived, and by the’ free navigation of 
the Bofphorus and the Black Sea, we expect to pene- 
trate by the Danube into the heart of Germany. 

The treaty with Spain is by no means chimerical. 
We have good reafons for’believing that the ground ‘is 
opened., Offers have been made too tempting to be 
refitted, and the only difficulty is how to protect Spain 
from the vengeance of the French on the Pyrenean 
frontier. tis not impoflible but that a Ruffian army 
may be deftined to this fervice, while the collected 
wealth of feveral years, which bas been obtained in 
South America for fear of its falling into the hands of 
the Englifh on its paflage, and of the French on its 
landing, will be brought home under the convoy of the 
Biitifh marine. 

Such are thefpeculations of our Cabinet, and they 
are the topics of fecret difcuffion in the Committees of 
the chofen few.
